the final lermuidtion of the Indian War.

health has been \vaoted or destroyed, 
and whose relatives and friends have 
been murdered^ upon this auspicious e- 
vent. 


We staled, on the 9th inst., that t h e 


Commissioners, appointed by the Pres- 
ident, Gen Scott and Gov. Reynolds, 
had concluded a treaty with the \Vinne- 
bagoes, for an exchange of lands, and 
the removal ol'ihai portion of the tribe. 
w h i c h resided south of ihe Onisconsin. 
and east of ihe Mississippi. 
Upon a 


more careful examination, we find the 
q u a n t i t y of Uncl acquired by this trea 
ty, greater ihan we then estimated. — 
The tract contains about 4,600,000 a- 
cres, and is represented to be of excel- 
lent soil, well watered, and bounding in 
inducements for ag-iiculturists to pur- 
chase and cultivate. 


Since that publication, advices have 


been received of the formation of anoth- 
er treaty wiih the Sacs and Foxes on 
the 21st uit. 
By this compact, the U- 


nited States acquire about 6,000,000 a- 
cres, ofa quality not inferior to any be 
tween the same parallels of latitude — It 
is k n o u n to abound in lead ore, and the 
Indians say in other ores. 


For the tract ceded, the United 


Scales agree to p.»y an a n n u i t y of twen- 
ty thousand dollars for t h i r t y years, to 
supports b^cksmith and gun-smith in 
addition to those now employed, to pay 
the debts of the tribes, to supply pro- 
visions, and as a reward for Ihe fideiitv 
of Ke-o-kuk and the friendly Band, to 
allow a reservation to be made Fur them 
of 400 miles square on the Iow,iy river, 
to include Ke o kuk's principal village.

GAMBLING. 


A communication appeared in the 


New York Journal of Commerce some 
time since, in rega'-d to gambling hou- 
ses in that ciiy. w h i c h aroused the ap- 
prehensions of the fraternity to such u 
degree, that they threatened vengeance 
upon the editors,, in case the communi- 
cations were c o n t i n u e d . 
The multi- 


tude ol these ''hells'"5 in New York has 
long l-een a subject of remark, and now 
and then a case has occurred that pro- 
duced no liule sensation in the commu- 
nity. 
The most remarkable was that 


of Mr Crane, Secretary of the Nation- 
al Insurance Company. 
In less than 


two years, he squandered bis own pri- 
vate foriune, and defrauded the 
Com- 


pany out of about two hundred thou- 
sand dollars, nearly all of which was 
lost at the gaming table. 
When he 


lound that he could no longer escape 
detection, he made his arrangements 
to By to Europe^ but, unable to tear 
himsfll from the enchanted table u n t i l 
he had made one desperate effort to re- 
t i i e v e his losses, he was stripped of ev- 
ery shilling, and c o m m i t t e d suicide 
the next day, rather than s u r v i v e bis 
disgrace. 


The circumstances of the ruin of a- 


nother yountj man. the ajjent oi" an op- 
ulent mercantile house in Bremen, were 
fully detailed to ?>Ir. Recorder Riker, 
on his application for the benefit of the 
insolvent l.iw. 
In the short period of 


three or four months, he gambled away 
about 
ninety thousand 
dollars, 
and 


would no doubt have carried on his o- 
peraiions to a much greater amount, 
had he not been suspected and arrested 
in the midst of his mad career. 
He 


confessed that ho bad been in the habit 
of visiting ihc gambling tables, never lo- 
sing less than 1.500 or 2,000 dollars a 
i>ii;ht, and sometimes turning coppers 
for 50 or 100 dollars each lime
